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For several years I have 
been concerned about the 
younger generation, their 
"loitering and inactivity and 
I have come to the conclu¬ 
sion that they are not lazy, 
they have the desire to 
work, be busy and entertain 
themselves, but we, the adult 
generation have set up thou¬ 
sands of road blocks, and in 
talking with many of them, 
it seems that they have just 
given up.

Here in Sierra Madre we 
have many individuals that 
can easily remember back to 
the years 1925 to 1940, as we 
compare those years with 
1960 to 1975, or we might 
take a twenty year span and 
compare 1925-1945 to I960 to 
1980.

1 have those years etched 
in my memories. In those 
early days a young boy 14 
to 20 years of age cciuld 
leave his home any Saturday 
morning and go from house- 
to-house or business-to-busi- 
ness house and come away 
in the afternoon with four 
or five bucks in his pocket.

He could sell his services 
in lawn-mowing, yard work, 
basement clean-up, window 
washing, filling stock on 
selves, cleaning sidewalks 
and rears of stores. He gen¬ 
erally asked and received 
anywhere from 25 cents a 
job to as high as $1. aTlc1 
nearly everyone had work 
for him.

Today, the story is entire¬ 
ly different, the Government 
sets a minimum wages in 
the area of $2.50 per hour 
and the businessmen and 
residents are charged with 
the violations of the “Child 
Labor” laws if they attempt 
to hire youth at anything 
lower than the minimum. 

— CT — 

The results of course are 
that residents, and business¬ 
men cannot afford this type 
of wages for the type of 
jobs that are available. Girls 
have very little to worry 
about, they have the old re¬ 
liable to fall back on which 
is “babysitting” and this is 
not considered as “Child La¬ 
bor” unless you attempt to 
throw in heusek eeping, 
washing and etc. Girls have 
a wonderful opportunity to 
become gainfully employed 
at anywhere from 50 cents 
per hour to as high as $2 
an hour while they watch 
television, do lessons or re¬ 
lax with the children in bed. 

— CT — 

Further in life, girls have 
the opportunity to do typing, 
that now is taught in their 
freshman year in High 
School, nnd if they are good 
at the profession they are 
gladly paid the minimum 
wage to apply their trade. 
Many other fields are of¬ 
fered to young girls to keep 
them occupied and fill their 
pockets with change . . • 
But boys, that is entirely 
another story.

Let’s go back to the early 
years mentioned above . . . 
A young boy could decide 
to enter a trade or profes¬ 
sion in those days and gen¬ 
erally get employment of a 
training nature for $12 to 
$15 per week, and his work 
was not hard, but a lot of 
his time was spent in learn¬ 
ing the trade or profession, 
and the employer could af¬ 
ford to have him around, but 
not today.

In the old days you could 
start as an apprentice print¬ 
er for this salary and in a 
few years become a full- 
fledged journeyman. Today, 
if you want to take a young 
boy off the street and teach 
him the trade of Printing 
you must, according to the 
union and the laws, start 
him out at $120 a week, and 
by the time he is half way 
through his training he is 
paid a total of $180 a week 
. . . And truthfully, he is 
not worth a continental dam 
to the employer until he 
reaches about two to two-

Easement are to provide an 
opportunity for, and to en¬ 
courage access by the public, 
for recreational, scenic and 
other open-space purposes. 

February 21, 1974 was the 
first time that the matter 
came before he full Boanr 
of Supervisors. On February 
28, 1974, the supervisors 

voted 4-1 to accept the ’50- 
year Open-Space Easement. 
Baxter Ward was the lone 
supervisor that voted no. 
Ward was concerned over 
the lack of a County policy 
and guidelines, the giveaway 
of tax moneys, special treat 
ment for the corporation in¬ 
volved, and the geological 
location of the proposed 
county park. 

The report goes on to 
state in detail how the cor-

Insurance and Commerce 
Committee, is the first com¬ 
prehensive legislative propo¬ 
sal on Electronic Fun d s 
Transfer Systems (EFTS).

The provisions of the leg¬ 
islation require minim u m 
disclosure to new cardhold¬ 
ers and defines specific cus¬ 
tomer rights when using the 
system. The proposal is the 
outgrowth of recommenda¬ 
tions made by an inter¬ 
agency task force formed by 
Governor Brown last No¬ 
vember, and has full admin¬ 
istration support. The task 
force is composed of depart¬ 
ment directors from the 
Business and Transportation 
and Agrioulture and Serv¬ 
ices Agencies. 

While there are potential 
savings and advantages to 
customers, there is also the 
possibility of abuse and 
curtailment of an indivi¬ 
dual’s financial flexibility. 
This proposal attempts to 
protect basic indiv i d u a 1 
rights while still affording 
the financial community in 
California the opportunity to 
experiment a,nd dev elop 
electronic transfer systems.” 

Electronic Funds Transfer 
Systems utilize a multi-pur¬ 
pose plastic card which 
when inserted in a computer 
terminal can shift funds 
from one account to an¬ 
other, draw down immediate 
cash, or transfer money im¬ 
mediately into the account cf 
merchants to pay for goods 
and services. The proposed 
legislation would require a 
card issuer to provide r. 
personal identification num¬ 
ber sepaarte from the trans¬ 
fer card itself. This is de¬ 
signed to avoid theft prob¬ 
lems and provide a double¬ 
check safety system for the 
individual. 

Written authorization of 
the customer would also be 
necessary and the card is¬ 
suer would be required to 
confirm all signatures be¬ 
fore any financial transfer 
can occur. A full disclosure 
statement would also have 
to be provided to the card¬ 
holder before a card is 
actually issued. 

“In a sense, the term 
‘electronic hinds transfer’ is 
misleading because it’s 
“In reality, no ‘funds are 
really an abstraction,” Mc¬ 
Alister and Grimes .noted, 
transferred at all. Instead 
you have a system where 
transactions are communi¬ 
cated through wires much as 
conversations are ‘transfer¬ 
red’ across telephone linos. 
There are definite advan¬ 
tages to such a system as 
long as we can build in pro¬ 
tection of rights and pri¬ 
vacy.”

Pasadena Humane Society 
is dedicated to the humane 
treatment of all animals. It 
is a non-profit organization 
founded in 1903, and has 
been at its present location 
since 1914. It pares for stray 
and abandoned animals, ana 
performs the functions of 
animal control and regula 
tion for the cities of Pasa¬ 
dena, South Pasadena, Sierra 
Madre, and San Marino, 
working in close cooperation 
with the pollice departments 
of these cities. 

Services 

Pasadena Humane Society 
is open 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
daily and 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Saturday. Emergency serv¬ 
ice — such as pick-up of 
injured or sick stray ani- 
mays, acceptance of strays 
at the shelter, and phone re¬ 
quests for license or cat reg¬ 
istration checks — is avail¬ 
able, including Sundays, on 
a 24-haur basis. Ambulance 
service is available to pot 
owners who are unable to 
take their injured or sick pet 
to a veterinarian. There is a 
$5 charge for this service. 

Pasadena Humane Society 
operates an animal shelter 
at its headquarters, where 
experienced kennelmen care 
for animals brought in as 
strays or for adoption. The 
public is urged tc call for in¬ 
formation regarding laws 
and regulations for animals, 
as well as for advice about 
animal care and other re¬ 
lated information. 

Stray Animals 

Stray animals may be 
taken into the shelter at any 


hour, or will be picked up 
during office hours on tele¬ 
phone request. 

The organization operates 
four truck specially d e - 
signed to permit safe trans¬ 
portation and the drivers 
arc trained to give first aid 
to injured animals. If the 
injury requires emergency 
medical care, the animal is 
taken directly to the nearest 
veterinarian for treatment, 
by arrangement with the 
Southern California Veterin¬ 
ary Medical Association. 

The trucks also pick-up 
dead animals, from public 
or private property, accord¬ 
ing to agreement with the 
cities served. Pasadena Hu¬ 
mane will pick-up and dis¬ 
pose of an owner's dead 
animal for a $5 service 
charge; if brought in to the 
animal shelter, the disposal 
charge is $1. 

When a stray animal car¬ 
ries a license or other identi¬ 
fication, the owner is im¬ 
mediately advised that his 
pet has been impounded. 
Fines, according to City Or¬ 
dinance, increase with each 
offense. A boarding fee for 
impounded animals is 
charged after 24 hours. 

Stray clogs are held at the 
animal shelter for a mini¬ 
mum of five days (cats and 
other animals, three com¬ 
plete days) before being of¬ 
fered for adoption or, if 
necessary, humanely des¬ 
troyed. 

Wild animals are treated 
for injuries whenever prac¬ 
tical, and then released in

Now that is, at the most 
a thirty minute job, so I 
had to reject the offer and 
the yourg man moved on. 
Later cm I chanced to walk 
up the street and he had 
progressed up the business 
area and was on the other 
side of the street, still going 
from business to business 
with bucket and squegee in 
hand. 


T.he Board of Supervisors by a 4-to-l margin has voted 
to rebuild the earthquake-shattered Olive View Medical 
Center in Sylmar despite warnings by Supervisor Pete 
Schabarum that the action was plunging future genera¬ 
tions of taxpayers into a multi-mill ion dollar fiscal hole. 

Schabarum, who cast the only dissenting vote, says 
the Board’s action without voter approval obligates tax¬ 
payers to pay off $70 million to $80 million debt over 
the next 30 to 40 years. 

"That impacts on the general fund to the tune of 
$10 million to $12 million a year Ln new taxes and flies 
in the faces of this Board’s own pledge to hold the line 
or reduce the property tax rate in the upcoming fiscal 
year,” says Schabarum. 

He argiued that the four-member majority of the Board 
in taking the action to rebuild the .hospital as a 350-bed 
facility had no idea at this time where the funding 
would come from. 

"Nobody is asking, as I think they should, what will 
'be the source of the dollars for this project. I believe it 
is imperative that we ask where the funds are going to 
come from,” says Schabarum, 

Schabarum urged the Board to place priorities on 
spending before charging v off on such costly programs. 

“As usual,” he declared, “it appears the Board is going 
to buy now and pay later without too much considera¬ 
tion about where it will get the funds. 

The First District Supervisor wanned also that the 
annual salary negotiations with the County’s 78,000-plus 
employees are soon to get underway and the result of 
those talks will cost millions of dollars, more per year. 

"Where is that money going to come from if not from 
the taxpayer,” he asked. 

He urged again that tire Board take up priorities in 
the Health Services Department before acting on the 
Olive View Hospital issue, even in the face of jeopardizing 
Federal grants. 

"It is timely,” he says, “that we make definitive de¬ 
cisions overall rather than bite off one piece at a time.” 

Schabarum has before the Board for consideration a 
list of 11 Health Services Department functions Which.he 
says are either unnecessary or duplications and should 
be eliminated. 

That action, says Schabarum, could save the County 
millions of dollars a year. 

However, he adds, the Board is disinclined to even 
discuss the proposals. 

“We must get a handle on our priorities, on our over¬ 
all spending programs,” says Schabarum. 

Action by the Board to go ahead with rebuilding the 
San Fernando Valley hospital destroyed in the 1971 earth¬ 
quake commits $13.2 million to Phase I construction with 
an estimated total cost for the project set at $75 million.

A Crack Down! 


County Supervisors have endorsed Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn’s program to crack down on ohild pornography — a 
$1 billion business in America “.damaging thousands of 
lives of young people, some as little as seven years of 
age.” 

Los Angeles Police- Lieutenant D. E. LaGuardia of the 
Jiuvenile Division estimated 30,000 children and teenagers 
will be molested in Los Angeles City this year. 

“Books, magazines and films — under the guise 
of freedom of the press and of speech — are photographed, 
written, printed, distributed and sold in Los Angeles 
County, and police officials say Los Angele s is becoming 
the child porno capital of the United States,” Hahn said. 

“This material isn’t produced on printing presses hid 
out in people’s basememt s or distributed by trucks secretly 
moving through the streets at .night. 

“It is printed and distributed by major companies 
owned by so-called legitimate, upstanding businessmen.” 

Hahn believes it is hard to under-stand how "our so¬ 
ciety, constitution and laws can allow children to be 
abused in suoh a way." 

‘Thousands of young lives are being permanently 
damaged and often destroyed,” he said. 

“The faces of children in some of the published photo¬ 
graphs tell th.e story of their misery and hurt.” 

Some of the magazines — there are probably a thou¬ 
sand- different ones — sell for $6 to $10 each. Films will 
go for $50 each. 

"Enormous profits are being made at the expense of 
permanently wrecking children’s lives,” Hahn said. 

Legislation has been introduced which would make 
it illegal to use children and teenagers funder the age 
of 18 in these books, magazines and films. 

It also would proihibit the sale, distribution, exhibi 
tion, publication or printing of any such material. 

The suggested law, Senate Bill 428, was introduced 
by Senators Newton Russell and Robert Presley and has 
the support of the Co.unty’s Department of Public Social 
Services, District Attorney, Sheriff and Chief Adminisrta- 
tive Office, Hahn explained. 

“This is one of tihe most important bills before the 
legislature. It will protect the lives and welfare of the 

millions of children In California,” he said. ^ resu]t ig a huge vold 

in the personal, economic 
and social development cf 
our youth. Even more im¬ 
portant is the fact that 
many young people, not 
having had the chance to 
work in their teenage years, 
grow up into adulth o o d 
never having learned to 
work at all-

Funds collected from special taxes on gasoline should 
go toward improved bus service and building a mass 
transit system, according to Supervisor Kenenth Hahn, 
vice chairman of the Los Angeles County Transportation 
Commission. 

“A five-cent gasoline tax will result in Californians 
paying $500 million per year,’ Hahn said. “Los Angeles 
County motorists will pay $167 million of that amount.” 

“Claifornians today are using 400 million more gal¬ 
lons per year of gasoline than they used before the 1974 
energy crisis.” Hahn said. “Yet the cost of fuel has 
doubled.” 

(The figures are 10.3 billion gallons in 1973, which 
dropped to 9.9 billion gallons in 1974, the year of the 
energy crisis, and increased to 10.2 billion gallons in 1975 
and 10.7 billion gallons in 1976.) 

“In Los Angeles County, $35 million could be spent 
immediately to restore the 25-cent bus fare program and 
to allow citizens to ride for a dime on Sundays,’’Hahn said.

Sales - Use Tax 
Sent To Agencies 

More than $57 million was 
released this week to Cali¬ 
fornia cities and counties I 11 
the April distribuion of local 
sales and use tax funds, 
George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced. The funds repre¬ 
sent the second advance pay¬ 
ment for the first quarter 
1977. 

The bulk of the funds 
come from the Bradley- 
Burns one per cent sales and 
use tax to cities and coun¬ 
ties, with $37 million going 
to cities and $6.1 million 
going to counties, for a com¬ 
bined total of $43.1 million. 

A total of $10.7 million 
from the one-quarter per 
cent local sales and use tax- 
will be paid to the counties 
for the local transportation 
fund. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
received $4,500 as its share 
of the $43.1 million and the 
county of Los Angeles re¬ 
ceived $3,275,000, plus $1,- 
046,250 from the one-quar¬ 
ter per cent county local 
transportation fund.

Be Heard May 24 
Before Council 

On the evening of April 
21, the City Planning Com¬ 
mission held a meeting with 
a Public Hearing to ascer¬ 
tain the enactment of an 
Ordinance adopting certain 
porions of a recodification 
and revision of the Munici¬ 
pal Code for the City ot 
Sierra Madre.

Q. — I keep reading in 
the paper that some of our 
banks have lent too much 
money to some of the poorc’- 
countries and that these 
loans are in danger and 
consequently some of our 
big banks could be in 
trouble. Would you make 
some comments on that 
problem? 

A. — It is true a number 
of our large banks and also 
some large foreign banks 
have made substantial loans 
to the LDC’s — that stands 
for Less Developed Coun¬ 
tries. This problem, how¬ 
ever, has been recognized for 
some time and these banks 
are now carefully watching 
the ability of these countries 
to repay loans as they con¬ 
sider extending them fur¬ 
ther credit. There are sev¬ 
eral reasons why the loans 
to these nations will likely 
be paid and will not be a 
problem to the banks. First, 
so far, no country has de¬ 
faulted on a loan to a pri¬ 
vate bank. These countries 
realize that a default would 
immediately shut off their 
credit and they don’t wish 
to do that since they can see 
they have a real need of 
continued borrowing to help 
them develop. 

Four-fifths of the bank 
lending is to only 12 of the 
I.DC countries and those 12 
are probably the strongest 
and best able to *pay off 
their loans. 

Third, the loans have been 
made generally for specific 
projects which, as they be¬ 
come operative, will generate 
income and provide funds to 
make the payments. 

And lastly, while many of 
the loans are private rather 
than government loans, they 
frequenly have the safety of 


a government guarantee. 

These loans may be a 
problem in that some re¬ 
payments may be slow, but 
the likelihood they will be 
a major problem seems un¬ 
likely. 

In spite of the scare 
stories, our banks are much 
stronger today than in the 
1973-74 period. I’m sending 
you a copy of the April is¬ 
sue of “Better Investing” 
which contains a story out¬ 
lining the re-building that 
has taken place in our bank¬ 
ing system. 

Q. — I took $10,000 out of 
savings last spring and put 
it into a mutual fund. The 
salesman didn’t tell me I’d 
have to pay him $850 com¬ 
mission. Today this invest¬ 
ment is worth $9,500, and 
I’m sick about what I did. 
What do you suggest? 

A. — First, T am reason¬ 
ably confident the salesman 
mentioned the 8.5 per cent 
commission you would have 
to pay: I doubt, however, 
thot he stressed it. I cer¬ 
tainly was mentioned in the 
prospectus he would have 
given you. 

Actually, you haven’t done 
too badly on your invest¬ 
ment. If you consider de¬ 
ducting the $850 commission, 
you actually invested only 
$9,150, and it’s now worth 
$9,500. 

I th)nk you would be bet¬ 
ter off to hold onto your 
fund. It’s done reasonably 

well in the past-
